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This  year  has  been  one  of  transition  for  Salisbury, 
the  evergrowing  university  has  experienced  and  contin¬ 
ues  to  experience  marked  transformations.  Personnel 
changes  have  cost  the  university  some  very  valuable 
and  influential  employees  but  at  the  same  time  have 
brought  in  some  fresh  faces  and  talents,  with  the  prom¬ 
ise  of  introducing  new  perspectives  and  ideas  for  the 
continual  growth  and  improvement  of  SU. 

In  a  year  that  challenged  the  university  with  increas¬ 
ingly  tighter  budget  restrictions,  big  plans  lie  ahead 
and  promise  a  bright  future  for  the  campus  community. 
President  Janet  Dudley-Eshbach  announced  that  SU  is 
ready  to  enter  into  its  next  phase  of  the  Master  Plan, 
an  extensive  design  that  promises  to  bring  significant 
changes  to  the  university,  updating  campus  facilities, 
improving  the  learning  environment  and  enlarging  the 
campus  overall. 

Henson  Science  Hall,  the  most  recent  addition  to  the 
campus,  was  completed  for  the  fall  semester  in  2002. 
The  next  step  is  already  underway;  a  new  $52  mil¬ 
lion  teacher  education  and  technology  complex  will  be 
constructed  in  what  is  now  the  Chesapeake  parking  lot. 
The  building,  which  is  currently  under  development,  will 
serve  as  a  home  to  the  Seidel  school  and  will  include 
state  of  the  art  technology. 

All  of  the  new  additions  and  upcoming  changes  to 
the  campus  coincide  perfectly  with  Salisbury’s  new 
campaign:  Learn.  Live.  Lead.  Faculty,  staff,  students 
and  friends  of  the  university  embody  these  three  seem¬ 
ingly  basic  principles,  serving  as  the  impetus  to  make 
Salisbury  University  one  of  the  best  and  most  advanced 
public  universities  in  not  only  the  state  but  also  the 
nation.

Services,  for  outstanding  service  to 
students  in  an  academic  or  residential 
environment.

This  year  saw  the  introduction 
of  the  Learn.  Live.  Lead,  campaign 
on  Salisbury’s  campus,  a  movement 
created  to  promote  a  well  rounded 
education  for  all  students.  Leader¬ 
ship  stands  out  as  one  of  the  most 
important  elements  on  campus,  as 
faculty,  staff  and  students  find  them¬ 
selves  in  leadership  roles  regularly. 

Faculty  and  staff  demonstrate  lead¬ 
ership  every  day  both  in  and  out  of 
the  classroom,  serving  as  excellent 
representatives  of  the  university  and 
its  ideals.  Students  also  have  many 
opportunities  for  taking  on  leadership 
roles,  whether  it  be  through  active 
membership  in  clubs  and  programs, 
attending  leadership  seminars  or  in 
daily  campus  interactions.  Members 
of  the  SGA,  in  particular,  stand  for 
the  entire  student  body  to  ensure  that 
the  Salisbury  experience  is  satisfying 
for  all  students. 

The  Institute  for  Public  Affairs 
and  Civic  Engagement  piloted  the 
Presidential  Citizen  Scholar  program 
this  year,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the 


nation.  The  program  provided  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  future  leaders  to  further 
cultivate  and  enhance  their  leadership 
skills  through  a  series  of  workshops, 
volunteer  activities  and  participation 
in  program  lectures.  The  induction 
of  the  program  was  such  a  success 
that  it  has  now  been  extended  into  a 
two-year  program,  open  to  students 
from  all  backgrounds  and  majors. 

Everyone  at  Salisbury  University 
leads  in  his  or  her  own  way,  making 
the  campus  one  of  the  fastest  grow¬ 
ing  in  the  state.  Salisbury  students 
have  been  seen  this  year  raising 
money  for  volunteer  organizations, 
working  with  the  campus  community, 
aiding  government  officials,  presiding 
over  campus  clubs  and  organizations, 
campaigning  on  the  university’s  be¬ 
half  in  front  of  the  Maryland  General 
Assembly  and  much  more.

In  1998,  the  Salisbury  University  campus  received 
the  designation  as  a  national  arboretum  and  has 
upheld  the  standards  that  helped  it  achieve  that 
status  ever  since.  The  campus  features  a  large 
variety  of  plants,  which  beautify  the  grounds, 
making  a  stroll  around  campus  a  very  pleasant 
one.  The  pergola,  in  particular,  serves  as  a  cen¬ 
tral  focus;  adorned  with  hanging  vines  and  other 
flowering  plants,  its  benches  provide  a  nice  place 
for  one  to  sit  while  enjoying  the  view  and  the 
pleasant  aroma  of  the  plants. 

In  addition  to  well  cultivated  shrubbery,  flower 
gardens  and  many  trees,  the  university’s  aesthetic 
is  improved  and  made  more  unique  by  the  bronze 
sculptures  that  can  be  found  in  many  different 
locations  around  campus.  Depicting  an  assort¬ 
ment  of  animals  and  scenes,  these  sculptures  add 
a  distinctive  point  of  interest  to  areas  that  would 
otherwise  look  very  ordinary. 

The  grounds  crew  works  diligently  to  maintain 
the  visual  appeal  that  sets  the  Salisbury  campus 
apart  from  other  colleges  and  universities,  and 
students  appreciate  all  the  work  that  goes  into 
making  the  campus  beautiful.  “I  really  enjoy 
walking  around  campus  because  it  is  so  well  kept 
and  aesthetically  appealing,”  said  senior  Michele 
Cherian.

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Salisbury’s  everchanging  student  population 
provides  a  fascinating  and  diverse  atmosphere  for 
friendships  and  experiences.  With  nearly  7,000 
undergraduate  and  graduate  students  pursuing  de¬ 
grees  in  more  than  40  majors,  these  students  come 
from  a  variety  of  backgrounds,  cultures  and  coun¬ 
tries.  More  than  16  percent  of  the  student  popula¬ 
tion  consists  of  minority  and  international  students. 
Female  students  outnumber  male  students  approxi¬ 
mately  58  percent  to  42  percent.  The  majority  of 
the  students  are  in  state,  but  a  significant  number 
of  students  come  from  out-of-state,  some  from  as 
far  away  as  the  west  coast.  About  1,700  students 
live  on  campus,  while  others  reside  in  nearby  apart¬ 
ments  and  rented  housing. 

With  such  a  varied  student  population,  classes,  ac¬ 
tivities  and  campus  life  at  Salisbury  University  are 
fun,  exciting  and  unpredictable.  Students  bring 
unique  perspectives  to  the  university  and  surround¬ 
ing  community,  contributing  to  the  growth  and 
economic  development  in  the  area. 

In  recent  years,  Salisbury  University  has 
become  one  of  the  top  universities  in 
the  state  and  has  been  recognized 
nationally  for  its  excellence.

After  several  years  of  budget 


reporting  and  frequent  staff  turn¬ 


overs,  fall  of  2004  saw  a  change  in  direction  of  The  Flyer,  SU’s  student  newspaper.  Sophomore 
Laura  D’Alessandro  stepped  into  the  role  of  editor-in-chief,  determined  to  upgrade  the  student 
vision  of  the  paper  and  challenged  her  staff  to  aspire  to  more  professional  reporting. 


A  communication  arts  major,  Laura  plans  to  pursue  a  career  in  journalism  with  a 
political  focus.  “I  really  want  to  get  young  people  involved  in  politics  in  my  career,”  said 
D’Alessandro.  She  began  the  push  in  fall  of  2004  when  she  wrote  a  three-part  series  on  getting 
out  the  youth  vote  during  an  internship  with  the  Salisbury  Daily  Times. 

D’Alessandro  also  used  her  intern  experience  to  help  model  the  standards  for  The 
Flyer.  Developing  a  sense  of  professionalism  among  the  staff  improved  the  voice  and  integrity  of 
the  paper  and  attracted  more  journalism  students  to  the  staff.  Changing  the  format  of  the  Flyer 
from  tabloid  to  broadsheet  helped  tremendously  with  section  development  and  advertising  sales, 
allowing  students  to  develop  skills  in  areas  that  were  previously  unaddressed. 

Long  hours  and  strong  self-confidence  have  been  D’ Alessandro’s  strength.  “Laura  has  a 
very  mature  sense  of  self  and  of  her  capabilites.  She’s  not  afraid  to  take  the  tough  stand,”  said 
advisor  )ane  Bratten.

Saturday  mornings  find  senior  Wendy  Finley  and  several  other  members  of  SU’s 
Union  of  African  American  Students  dishing  out  smiles,  words  of  encouragement  and 
hot  food  at  Grace  United  Methodist  Church’s  soup  kitchen.  “It’s  a  good  experience,”  said 
Finley.  “We’ve  never  had  any  problems  with  the  people  we  serve.  They  just  like  to  have 
someone  to  talk  to.” 

Finley  started  serving  in  the  soup  kitchens  in  2003;  various  other  students  (such 
as  members  of  the  Step  Squad,  SOAP,  UAS  and  many  sororities),  join  her  every  week  to 
help  provide  services  for  less  fortunate  community  members.  “As  I  see  it,”  smiles  Fin¬ 
ley,  “we  take  so  much  from  the  community,  so  we  should  give  some  back.” 

In  addition  to  the  Saturday  soup  kitchen,  Finley  and  others  work  with  underpriv¬ 
ileged  children  in  the  Homework  Club  and  Kids  Cafe  every  Tuesday,  where  they  provide 
supervised  activities,  nourishing  meals  and  counseling  for  the  kids.  “It’s  a  big  reality 
check,”  said  Finley.  “Makes  you  realize  how  privileged  we  are.” 

Although  students  usually  start  volunteering  to  gain  community  service  hours, 
once  they  see  the  difference  they  can  make,  they  come  back  time  and  again.

Whether  it  is  waiting  tables,  making  burgers,  selling  fashion  or  working  at  one 
of  the  numerous  on-campus  jobs,  SU  students  work  hard  for  their  money.  Higher  con¬ 
sumer  prices  along  with  higher  education  costs  have  students  searching  for  work.  Many 
students,  such  as  junior  Brian  Bell  carry  a  full  load  of  courses  and  still  manage  to  work 
two  jobs.  As  well  as  taking  19  course  credits,  Bell  also  works  2  to  3  nights  at  Tia’s  Tex- 
Mex  restaurant  and  another  2  to  3  nights  at  the  newly  opened  Uno’s  Chicago  Grill.  “[I 
do  it]  to  pay  the  bills,”  Bell  said  with  a  shrug.

Last  year  Salisbury  University  physics 
students  began  their  journey  into  the 
creation  of  scaled  down  versions  of  NASA 
rockets.  The  physics  department  at  Salisbury 
took  part  in  a  rocket  development  program 
called  Small  Scale  Educational  Rocket  Initiative 
or  SERI,  which  allowed  students  to  gain  hands 
on  experience.  Students  gained  experience 
through  working  with  a  NASA  coordinator  while 
creating  the  small  scale  rocket  for  launch.  The 
program,  entering  its  second  year,  proved  to  be 
even  more  eventful  then  the  first.  Students  who 
participated  in  the  program  were  responsible 
for  the  construction,  launch,  and  landing  of 
the  small  scale  rockets  they  created.  The  Small 
Scale  Educational  Rocket  Initiative  gave  physics 
majors  at  Salisbury  a  chance  to  fully  explore  the 
realm  and  application  of  their  designated  majors. 

The  Small  Scale  Educational  Rocket  Initiative 
team  for  phase  two  had  a  goal  of  achieving  a 
launch  with  heights  reaching  five  to  ten  thousand 
feet.  The  previous  Small  Scale  Rocket  team  used 
gunpowder  to  achieve  the  designated  effect  which 
proved  to  be  problematic  due  to  the  need  for  a 
licensed  handler  to  be  present.  The  second  phase 
of  SERI  utilized  a  parachute  ejection  system  to 
reduce  the  need  for  gunpowder.  Aside  from  the 
launch  system  changing,  the  computing  systems 


involved  also  differed  from  phase  one.  SERI 
used  cell  phone  waves  to  transmit  data  as 
opposed  to  the  previous  use  of  radio  waves. 

Participation  in  the  Small  Scale  Rocket 
Initiative  was  divided  into  several  different 
units.  The  payload  sector  consisted  of  EJ  Barnes, 
Chris  Latorre,  and  Aaron  Mason.  In  charge 
of  air  frame  construction  was  Joe  Norman 
and  Lauren  Price.  Those  students  responsible 
for  achieving  a  successful  landing  of  the 
small  scale  rocket  were  Sebastian  Stewart 
and  Justin  Fegan.  These  students  worked 
closely  with  Kate  Manizade  of  the  physics 
department  and  NASA  coordinator  Berit  Bland. 

The  opportunity  to  participate  in  SERI 
allowed  students  to  apply  everything  which 
they  have  learned  in  their  classes.  Project 
coordinator  and  senior  Joe  Norman  believed 
that,  “the  best  part  about  this  is  the  hands  on 
experience  that  we  are  gaining;  it  helps  us  to 
apply  everything  we  have  learned  in  class  and 
use  it  towards  a  senior  research  project.  It  is  a 
culmination  of  everything  from  the  past  four 
years.”  The  Small  Scale  Educational  Rocket 
Initiative  is  unique  to  Salisbury  University, 
which  is  serving  as  a  model  to  test  the  usability 
of  such  a  program.  Should  things  go  smoothly, 
such  programs  could  be  instituted  nation  wide. 

'Ashley  Pescrille 
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One  of  the  most  unique  courses  available 
to  students  is  the  newly  developed  glass 
blowing  class  offered  by  the  art  depart¬ 
ment  in  the  Fulton  School  of  Liberal  Arts. 


The  course,  which  is  usually  taught  in  two 
sections,  each  of  which  meets  once  a  week 
for  four  hours,  has  been  popular  with  a 
wide  variety  of  students  from  all  majors. 
Professor  Schneider  teaches  the  basics 
of  glass  blowing  as  an  art  form  and  pro¬ 
vides  them  with  the  opportunity  to  express 
themselves  through  glass. 

Students  from  all  backgrounds  participate 
in  this  course,  some  to  merely  fulfill  a 
general  education  requirement,  some  be¬ 
cause  it  is  required  for  their  major,  and 
some  because  they  simply  have  an  interest 
in  glass  blowing.  Glass  presents  all  stu¬ 
dents  with  a  rare  chance  to  participate  in  a 
challenging  but  rewarding  new  activity. 
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During  the  2004-2005  academic  year,  Salis¬ 
bury  Unviersity  offered  study  abroad  programs  in 
Ecuador,  Ireland,  Spain,  New  Zealand  and  Honduras 
as  a  way  for  students  to  expand  their  minds,  under¬ 
stand  other  cultures  and  languages  and  gain  greater 
perspective  on  their  own  roles  as  world 
citizens. 

Total  immersion  in  a  culture  as 
a  key  to  learning  a  new  language  is  one 
of  the  founding  principles  of  SU’s  study 
abroad  programs.  Students  return  with 
not  only  an  apprecation  for  other  cul¬ 
tures  but  also  with  a  fresh  perspective 
on  their  own  culture. 

“I  honestly  feel  like  this  program 
has  had  a  healthy  and  intense  impact  on 
not  only  my  understanding  of  Spanish 
culture  and  history,  but  also  on  the  rest 
of  my  life.  Spain  has  changed  my  view 
of  the  world.”  remarked  one  student.

More  and  more  SU  students  are  extending 
their  learning  beyond  the  classroom  walls 
and  into  other  cultures . 
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In  2005,  Salisbury  University  offered 
1,571  course  sections  between  8am  and  10pm 
for  6,942  students  with  an  average  class  size 
of  24.  1,301  undergraduate  degrees  and  208 
masters  degrees  were  conferred  for  the  year 
and  over  350  students  were  initiated  into  14 
honor  societies.  Students  lived  up  to  the  2005 
university  slogan  of  Live,  Learn,  Lead  with 
stellar  academic  performances. 

Senior  Erin  Budd,  left,  was  one  of  only 
28  female  student  athletes  across  the  country 
to  receivea  $7,500  postgraduate  scholarship 
from  the  NCAA  for  outstanding  athletic  per¬ 
formance,  high  scholastic  GPA  and  exemplary 
behavior. 

Junior  Christopher  Tracy  joined  students 
from  Harvard,  Yale  and  MIT  as  a  member  of 
the  Alumni  Athlete  Wall  Street  Summer  In¬ 
ternship  Program.  Only  60  student  nationwide 
were  selected  to  participate. 

Senior  Michael  Taylor  and  sophomore 
Finith  Jernigan  were  selected  to  present  their 
research  results  at  the  Intercollegiate  Student 
Chemists  Convention  in  April,  where  Taylor 
placed  first  in  the  inorganic  division.

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Salisbury  University  captured  two  NCAA 
Division  III  national  championships  during  the 
2004-05  academic  year,  while  finishing  second 
in  two  other  sports  as  the  university  posted  its 
highest  finish  ever  in  the  Division  III  Sports 
Academy  Directors’  Cup  race.  SU  finished  in  11th 
place  out  of  430  colleges.  The  previous  high  was 
a  12th-place  finish  last  year.  Colleges  accumulate 
points  based  on  their  success  in  NCAA  post¬ 
season  play  for  all  sports. 

The  award  is  presented  annually  by  the 
National  Association  of  Collegiate  Directors  of 
Athletics  (NACDA),  to  the  best  overall  collegiate 
athletics  programs  in  the  country.  The  Sea  Gulls 
were  the  highest  ranking  member  of  the  Capital 
Athletic  Conference  as  well  as  the  highest 
ranking  school  in  Maryland  in  Division  III  for 
the  2004-05  year. 

Sea  Gull  athletes  in  all  sports,  varsity,  club 
and  intramural,  earned  numerous  awards,  titles 
and  recognitions  for  their  abilities  on  and  off 
the  field,  proving  that  Salisbury  students  are 
dedicated  to  achieving  the  highest  standards. 
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Salisbury  Men’s  Soccer  team  not  only  captured 
the  2004  CAC  title,  but  also  earned  their  high¬ 
est  national  ranking  ever  and  finished  their  13th 
straight  winning  season  with  a  20-1-3  record. 

The  Gulls  set  new  team  records  for  wins  in  a 
season  and  longest  unbeaten  streak.  In  the  NCAA  poll, 
they  spent  7  weeks  as  the  third-ranked  team.  The  top 
scoring  players  were  led  by  junior  Bill  Whittington,  ju¬ 
nior  Christopher  Mills,  and  senior  Dan  Lader.  Not  only  did 
our  men  have  the  skills,  but  they  also  had  the  brains, 
players  earned  all-CAC  Honors,  including  CAC  Player  of 
the  Year  Dan  Lader,  and  two  other  players  were  recognized 
on  the  2004  Academic  All-American  team. 


Salisbury’s  women’s  soccer  made 

debut  in  1994.  This  season,  they  have 
completed  their  11th  straight  winning 
season  with  a  10-6-4  record.

During  the  2004 
season,  the  Gulls  captured  their  second 
straight  national  championship  along 
with  their  10th  straight  Capital  Athletic  Conference 
championship.  Coach  Dawn  Chamberlin  finished 
her  18th  season  as  head  coach  for  the  Sea  Gulls 
with  a  perfect  22-0  season  and  was  selected  as 
the  national  2004  NCAA  Division  III  Field  Hockey 
Coach  of  the  year.  Leading  the  team  in  season 
goals  were  Brittany  Elliott,  Erin  Budd  and  Megan 
Powell.  2004  captains  were  Erin  Budd,  Jess  Dixon, 
Carly  Turner  and  Melissa  Webster. 

Salisbury’s  Volleyball  program  has 

claimed  three  Capital  Athletic  Conference 
championships  and  earned  three  NCAA 
Tournament  appearances  in  the  past 
seven  years.  This  season  finished  with 
a  25-12  record  that  featured  a  13  match  winning 
streak.  Sophomore  Abbey  Petrecca  and  junior  Lind¬ 
say  Lawson  earned  all-Capital  Athletic  Conference 
honors,  and  senior  Kim  Rementer  earned  CoSIDA 
academic  status  also.

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Salisbury’s  women  claimed  their  first 
Capital  Athletic  Conference  Champi¬ 
onship  since  1996  and  had  4  runners 
earn  all-conference  honors.  Fresh¬ 
man  Laura  Ulmer  was  named  CAC 
Rookie  of  the  Year.  The  men’s  and  women’s 
track  and  field  teams  both  captured  second 
place  at  the  27th  Annual  Mason-Dixon  Cham¬ 
pionships,  with  1 77  and  149  points  respectfully. 
Junior  Will  Murdoch  (Bel  Air,  MD/C.  Milton 
Wright)  and  freshman  Casey  Mclnerny  (Elmira, 
NY/Elmira  Free  Academy)  broke  the  SU  record 
in  the  3000  Steeple  and  1500  meter  race. 


The  men’s  and  women’s  swim  teams 
have  enjoyed  their  most  productive 
seasons  in  recent  years,  highlighted 
by  strong  team  performances,  nu¬ 
merous  individual  honors  and  over 
100  team  records  since  1995.  Recent  awards 
include  Brendan  Roddy  as  the  Capital  Athletic 
Conference’s  Male  Swimmer  of  the  Year,  Re¬ 
becca  Mitchell  as  CAC  Female  Swimmer  of  the 
Year,  and  Head  Coach  Jill  Stephenson  as  CAC 
Women’s  Coach  of  the  Year.  The  teams  capped 
their  2005  season  with  five  school  records 
at  the  three-day  Capital  Athletic  Conference 
Championship  Meet. 
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Salisbury  University’s  men’s  basket¬ 
ball  team  struggled  to  a  sixth-place 
finish  in  the  Capital  Athletic  Confer¬ 
ence  standings  in  the  2004-2005  sea¬ 
son,  posting  an  overall  mark  of  10-16 
(.385)  while  recording  a  5-9  league  record.  The 
Gulls  tied  Mary  mount  University  for  the  sixth 
place  spot  in  the  conference  race.  Sophomore 
Segun  Odumeru  led  four  Sea  Gulls  tht  averaged 
double  figures  in  scoring,  dropping  15.8  points 
per  game  and  averaging  4.2  rebounds.  Odumeru 
was  named  to  the  CAC  All-Conference  second 
team. 

The  SU  women’s  basketball  team  fin¬ 
ished  the  season  with  a  15-13  (.536) 
record,  finishing  fifth  in  the  CAC 
with  a  7-7mark.

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he  men’s  lacrosse  program  which 
has  dominated  the  Capital  Athletic 
Conference  for  more  than  a  decade 
once  again  ruled  the  2005  CAC  all- 
star  selections.  Salisbury,  the  win¬ 
ner  of  11  straight  conference  titles,  placed  nine 
players  on  the  2005  All-Capital  Athletic  Con¬ 
ference  Men’s  Lacrosse  Team.  In  balloting  by 
the  conference’s  seven  head  coaches,  the  Sea 
Gulls  landed  six  players  on  the  all-confer¬ 
ence  first  team  and  three  more  on  the  second 
t.  Salisbury  also  produced  the  CAC  Player 
the  Year  in  senior  defenseman  Jeff  Bigas 
and  the  CAC  Coach  of  the  Year  in  Jim  Berkman. 
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he  Salisbury  women’s  lacrosse  pro¬ 
gram  registered  its  ninth  straight 
winning  season  in  2005;  the  Gulls 
have  been  consistently  ranked  in  the 
national  top  10  for  each  of  the  past 
six  seasons.  Salisbury  (13-0),  which  won  24  of  25 
games  and  set  a  school-record  13-game  winning 
streak,  captured  its  third  straight  and  fifth  CAC 
championship  this  year.  Salisbury  senior  mid¬ 
fielder  Linda  Ackermann  was  chosen  the  Capital 
Athletic  Conference  Player  of  the  Year  by  the 
league’s  coaches,  while  SU  head  coach  Jim  Nestor 
was  honored  as  CAC  Coach  of  the  Year. 
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No.l5-ranked  Salisbury  University 

placed  eight  players  on  the  2005  All- 
Capital  Athletic  Conference  baseball 
team;  the  three  players  on  the  first 
squad  and  five  on  the  second  were 
the  most  earned  by  any  school  in  the  conference. 
Nick  Pegelow  earned  first-team  honors,  along 
with  Greg  Lemon  and  Mike  Williams.  Sea  Gulls 
named  to  the  second  team  were  B.J.  Kittle,  David 
Sutton,  Andrew  Jensen,  along  with  Greg  Lasinski 
and  Nick  Dunk.  The  Sea  Gulls  ended  their  regular 
CAC  season  with  a  record  of  7-2-1. 


Salisbury’s  softball  team  reached  number 
two  ranking  with  a  30-win  plateau  for 
the  ninth  straight  season.
